r-The McGlll University Women's 
Union aroifl from the nce<l of tbo bour. 
U wu organized at tho begliinlns of 
the war, tn the autumn of 1911. The 
RUggestlon came first from Mrs. .Wal- 
ter, who urged that Ihcwomcn con- 
nected with McGlll Unlv(^Hllj- Bhould 
band thcmaclvca together to help tho 
McOill men who «-ere going overseas 
to fight. The Union worked with 
vigor and nucccaa from it« first dayH. 
Mrs. Walter was the president until, 
unfortunately, she liad to resign from 
ill-health. Mrs. Howard became pre- 
flldont,,but was also obliged to resign. 
.Mra. Portot' became president In 1915- 
1916. MrH. J. W. Ross in 1917. and Mrs. 
.Mo:^c in 1918. 

As regards tlic habitation of the 
uiiHociaiion, two rooms are connected 
in our minds with the activities: the 
firat work was done in the pleasant 
room In Strnthcona Hull.'^-hlch for 
two winters was put at our diHposal. 
Tho use of .Strnthcona Hull will al- 
ways bo connccic<l In the memory oP 
era with receptions given by tho 
the large hall to various Mc» 
m before their departure over- 
''In 1917 the >fodlcal Faculty 
kindly save us tho spacious room In 
the new medical bulldlugs. Larger 
quarters had become necessary owln? 
to tbo increase In work, and above 
all, iowlng to tho space and special 
conditions needed for tho sphagnum 
drcsalngs. 

Tie making of the sphagnum drcss- 
inga' was undertaken upon tho Initia- 
ls, tlve of Professor Oonsall Porter, and 
' proved one of tho most important 
parts of tho association work. About 
25,000 dressings wore sent overseas, 
and Die dressings made by the Union 
were used as h modcl'for similar work 
oil over Canada ^nd in many places in 
tho n.s.A. 

In the early days personal parcels 
wero sent to each McOitl man going 
overseas, but as tlic number of men 
cnlliiting increased, thiK liccamc im- 
practicable, and each unit lii wliich 
thcro were many .McQill men was 
supplied with, shirts, socks, scarves, 
caps, etc., as occasion required. Lrnge 
I^arcels wero sent to the l-18th, tho 
University Companlos, ^hc .McGlll Bat- 
tery, the .McGill Sli'go Draft, the 5th 
Ambulance and the McGill Tank Com- 
pany, etc. When these units were at 
the. front, weekly or fortnightly par- 
cels Iwpra sent to them; besides this 
occasional parcels wero dispatched to 



the McGlll Hospital and several con- 
valescent hospitals. To tho Red 
Cross wore sent pneumonia Jackets, 
hospital sheets, etc. Tho rqport>for 
the year 1916-17, which may be taken 
as typical, k&vc the oulput ns 1218 
pairs of socks, 110 mufflers, 223 caps, 
p76 flannel sblrU, 890 pyjamas, 660 
scarves, 600 pneumonia Jackcta ,178 
pairs of wristleU, 100 housewives, 150 
hospital shirts. 

To buy materials and wool the Union 
raised during , the years of the war 
»7460. This was done from tho an- 
nual Bubscrlptlons of about 100 mom- 
bcrs who, on an average, constituted 
tbo usaociation, by donations and by 
Rcvcrnl entertainments. The fir ' of 
these was -dne to Dr. Pcrrin, a ^ ,a- 
cert given in December 1916 by the 
McGill CoDSorvatorium Orchestra. 
The second concert given by the Union 
was honored by the patronage and 
presence of H.n.H. Princess Patricia. 
In 917 Miss Ballon anid Mr. I^otley gavo 
a concert In tho Rltz-Carlton, where 
the same year tho Reverend Dr. Adams 
lectured for ,the association. 

In the autumn of 1917 tho corres- 
ponding secretary undertook, on be- 
half of tbo' Union, to write tp'^nylMcr 
Gill man 'wKosV'nam^'dppcarod in 'tùê 
lists as wounded oV sick, and also to 
those who hud received distinctions. 
An attempt wa.*) made to vary the let- 
ters as niucb as possible to oacb man, 
and the answers received will bo ar- 
chives precious always to the Union. 
The letters' showed the truest appre- 
ciation of what the society had done 
in gifts or sympathy, and what Is spe- 
cially noticeable in these letters, often 
written in hospital beds or oa active 
service, is tbe love and devotira of thé 
boy» mi^fUri'/^ JAUfT. «advthç 
fçelln^''th'at~they were rewarded 'if 
they brought honors to Old McGlll. 

Naturally since the armistice tho 
volume of work has declined, but much 
has been done and much is still need-
